New Delhi, the 30th. March 1959 

G.S.R. 368. —In exorcise of the powers conferred by section 10 of the Indian 
Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Contral Government hereby afreets that with 
effect from the 1st April, 1959, the following further amendment shall be made 
In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, namely, 

For rule 0 of the said rules, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 
"0. The rates of postage and air mail fees specified in Schedules I and II 
shall he chargeable on postal articles posted at an Indian Post Office for trans¬ 
mission by air or by air-cwm-surface routes to the countries and places mentioned 
'in those Schedules and to which such mode of transmission is available. 

Note, 

At least 75 per cent of air mail fees shall be prepaid, otherwise the article will 
be sent by surface route. The registration fee in the case of registered articles 
shall be in addition to the charges mentioned in the Schedules
